Some forty yearsago he
worked as a salt-boiler in Syracuse, New
York, and few men would then have pre-
dicted in the humble laborer the late cele-
brated railroad President and politician, who
for a quarter of & century was the maker of
Governors, Congressmen and Pggsidents. In
the present condition of the Country, the
death of Mr. RicnwoNDp is a sad calamity,
for no one was so well fitted, by his character
and past associations,to harmounize and mould
the different elements opposed to the Jaco-
bin party of the nation. His age must have
been sbout sixty-five years.

And yet it is histori-
cal truth that these resolutions were the
creed of the De from 1798 until 1861,
It is true that these resolutions declare that

“The several States which comprise the

United States, are nited on the princi-
of unlimi! !msionto the General
overnment. - - -
That whensoever the (General (Government
assumes und powers, its acts are un-
authoritative, void and of no force. * *
That cach State has an equal right to jud
for itself, as well of i:?mctiuns ns of the
mode of redress. That the powers of the
Federal Government are no farther valid
than they are authorized by the grants in
the compact, and that in case of a deliber-
ate, pable, and dangerous exercise of
powers not granted, the States have the
right, and are in duty bound, to interpose
for arresting the progress of the evil, and
for maintaining, within their respective lim-
its, the authonties, rights and liberties, ap-
pertaining to them.”'

There can be no misunderstanding the im-
port of this language. 1t in direot terms,
asserts that each State is the judge of the
violations of its rights, and may deeide, for
itzelf, ~what its mode of redress shallbe. It
is for it to say whether it will remain in
company with aggressive, unfriendly, and
oppressive companions. 1t is for each State
to decide for itself whether it will be held
to a compact violated and broken by theother
yarties to it.  That is the doetrine of the
Revolution of "98.  For 63 ye2rs the Demo-
cratic party and the whole country, sub-
seribed to the wisdom and truth of this doc-
trine. And no set of wen were louder in
its promulgation than the leaders of the
Black l{l!]!'ll‘.;lil':ln party. Ina debate in the
Senate of the United States, February 20th,
1855, Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts,
said : —

“1 recognize the doetrine of State Rights
in its application to slavery as well as to
matters of public goncern. I will stand side
by side with my Demoeratie friends in vindi-
cation of the Virginia and Kentucky Reso-
lutions of 1798-'99, which they have en-
dorsed.”’

In the same debate, Scoator Wade said :—

“I am one of those who at all times be-
lieve in the wisdom, the constitutionality,and
the propriety of the Virginia and Kentucky
Resolutions of 179599, I ground myself
upon these resolutions, and standing upon
them, 1 denounee this [rill as a violation, not
only of the spirit of these resolutions, but
as an attempt to trample upon the rights of
the States.””

Again he said L

“Who is to be the judge of the violations
of the Constitution of the United States by
the enactment of thelaw? Who is to be
the final arbiter—the General Govermment
or the Statesin their so¥ereignty ? ° Why,
sirs, to yield that point is to yield up all the
rights of the States, and to consolidate this
Government into a general despotism, ™

In the subscquent Congress, Senator
Wade, in the ablestand most studied speeches
of his life, said :—

* But Southern gentlemen stand here, and
in almost all their specches speak of the dis-
solution of the Unionas an {“(‘Ilwll[ of every
argument, as though it were & pecaliar con-
descension on their part that they permitted
the Union to stand at all.

condueive to their welfure. I hold that they
have this right. I will not blame any people
fur excrasing it, whenever they think the
eontingency Las come. 1 ecertainly shall be
the advocate of that same doctrine whenever
I find that the principles of this Govern-
ment have become so n}l;-rrh.-h'c to the sec-
tion to which I belong, that a free people
ought not endure it.  You will not then find
me backward in being the advocate of dis-
union.

We are told,
now, that the agﬁm te will reach nearly
SIXTY THOUBAND qlltherna i8 etrong reason
to believe this, from the fact that the lists
have been in the hands of the printers long
enough to have boen printed weeks ago—if
containg no more than 30,000. Kven though
there may be 60,000, time cnough has elaps-
ed to have had them printed now and ready
for distribution.  We believe the delay to be
tntentional—designed to give the accused no
time toprepare proof and hunt up witnesses |

But there is a more serious rumor abroad.
It is said that, since the lists were first pre-
pared, there have been added the names of
thousands of Democrats who were never in
service, and were never drafied ! Sixty thou-
sand names would be ONE-SIXTH of all the
Pennsylvania soldiers n service during the
wholewar, 1t is not possible that ONE sol-
dier out of every 81X deserted from service,
Nor is it probable that there was one deser-
ter for every fwelve men.
